. Three traffic supervisors brought a 
double-barrelled issue to the 
Wilmington selectmen Monday night. 

Incensed by a report that the 
Finance Committee was considering 
phasing out traffic supervisors, 
Dorothy Charbonnier warned the 
selectmen that the town could become 
embroiled in an unfair labor practice 
suit if it took any such action. 

Her collegue, traffic supervisor 
Frances Dec, presented the 
selectmen with a 200-signature peti- 
tion asking for a competitive police 
chief's exam, open to all 
Massachusetts police officers. The 
exam which is now scheduled for 
February 3, due to the impending 
retirement of Chief Paul Lynch, is 
open only to the six Wilmington Police 
Sergeants. 

During a discussion between the 
board of selectmen and the Finance 
Committee last week, several 
‘suggestions to “‘hold the line’’ on the 
1979 budget were thrown out. Already 
the fincom has trimmed $100,000 off 
‘the budget, but another $150,000 must 
go if the tax rate is to stay the same as 
last year. 

Among the suggestions tossed out at 
that meeting were the complete clos- 
ing of the Swain School rather than us- 
ing it as a high school annex and the 
phasing out of traffic supervisors and 
the instituting a less ‘expensive form 
of crossing guard service.

A rebuttal of sorts was presented to 
Wilmington selectmen Monday night 
by representatives of Bioassay 
Systems Corporation, an environmen- 
tal testing laboratory which ‘hopes to 
establish a facility in Wilmington. 

Two weeks ago, at the previous 
selectmen'’s meeting, several 
residents spoke out against the es- 
tablishment of such a facility in an 
area so close to their homes and the 
nearby Barrows wellfield. 

As a result, the selectmen drafted a 
letter to the board of appeals asking 
them to deny the company's appeal 
for permission to locate in town. Ap-

Charbonnnier said she had read 
with surprise a news item in the 
Lowell Sun that detailed discussion 
between the selectmen and the fin 
com. 

“It's news to me," said Charbon- 
nier. ‘The traffic supervisors are 
presently in contract negotiations 
with the town. Any changes in hours 
or working conditions should be 
brought up in bargaining sessions." 

At those sessions, Charbonnier con- 
tinued, no mention was made of any 
proposed decrease in the traffic 
supervisors’ work force. 

“I suggest you look into the 
legalities of it," she said. 

According to Fin Com Chairman 
Joyce Brisbois, the suggestion to 
phase out traffic supervisors was 
made, but it was only as a suggestion 
to see if such a move would be feasi- 
ble. 

Brisbois said that a fin com 
member had been instructed to talk 
with Safety Officer Robert Shelley to 
get his feelings on whether or not a 
move were possible. 

Currently the town is spending $38,- 
197 in salaries for the traffic super- 
visors. A change to a system such as 
the safety patrol used in Woburn, 
Brisbois said, could conceivably cut 
this expenditure in half. 

In Woburn, part-time personnel, 
mostly retirees, are used as crossing 
guards. Employees are usually paid 
the minimum wage and receive no

proval of the board of appeals is a 
prerequisite for the establishment of 
a testing facility, since they are not 
specifically allowed under the town 
zoning bylaws. 

Although the Cornell Place address 
where the testing company hopes to 
locate is zoned industrial, it is within 
600 feet of the backyards of Marcus 
Road. 

The laboratory, if allowed, will 
house from 4,000 to 7,800 rodents, 
guinea pigs and rabbits. It will not 
raise them, but will use them for 
testing minute amounts of chemicals 
such as would be found in ‘‘a new

hag | notified that a potential 
health hazard exists at the Glen Road 
School. 

The school, which was built in 1959, 
has asbestos sprayed-on coatings on 
its.exposed pipes. The coatings have 
been recently determined to be a fac- 
tor in the development of lung cancer 
after periods of prolonged exposure. 

According to Superintendent of 
Public Buildings Roy McClanahan, 
there is no immediate danger to 
school children. However, in order to 
comply with new state safety stan- 
dards, McClanahan said, his depart- 
ment is asking for $18,000 to be spent 
on the school next year to cover the 
pipes with a rubber-based coating 
which has been recommended by the 
state. 


Early in November, the Special 
Legislative Commission on Asbestos 
issued a report on seven of the town's

nine schools. At that time, only the 
high school was found to contain 
sprayed-on coatings, but the Commis- 
sion concluded that, based on the type, 
the condition and the location of the 
coatings, and on air samples, the 
potential hazard was minimal. It 
recommended a follow-up survey of 
the high school in three years. 

Of the two remaining schools, the 
Glen Road was more recently found to 
Present a potential health hazard. A 
survey of the Wildwood School has yet 
to be completed, but Town Manager 
Sterling Morris has said that, because 
the school was built only a few years 
before the Glen Road School, he ex- 
pected that a hazard would exist there 
as well. 

He is presently working on a 
warrant article which will seek to ap- 
propriate $35,000 to rectify the situa- 
tion in both schools. 

During February vacation this year, 
McClanahan said, another potential 
hazard will be remedied at the Glen 
Road and Boutwell schools. 

A report on breaking glass from 
overhead lights in the schools’ 
cafeterias was made several weeks 
ago by School Committeeman Philip 
Fenton. 

This was caused by the old and brit- 
tle condition of the shades upon the 
light fixtures, McClanahan said. 

New fixtures are expected to be 
delivered for both schools this week at 
a cost of $900, he said. 
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benefits. 

In Wilmington, traffic supervisors 
receive $201.04 per month for a 10 
hour work week. Over a 10 month 
year, it figures out to approximately 
$5.00 per hour. , 

Currently they are negotiating with 
the town for benefits such as Blue

lipstick, face powder, pesticide or 
fungicide,” according to Dr. Douglas 
Hansen, the company’s vice presi- 
dent. 

Appeals board chairman Bruce 
MacDonald says that no decision will 
be forthcoming from his board for ap- 
proximately two more weeks, He has 
been advised, he said, that plans for 
the facility have been certified by en: 
vironmental engineers from M.1.T 
and will be delivered to him within the 
next day or two. 

When they are received, MacDonald 
said, they will be turned over to 
George Boylen, a Wilmington resident 
and toxicologist, who has volunteered 
to review them. 

In the meantime, Dr. Howard 
Schneider of Bioassay Systems 
attempted to clear up what he called 
“tremendous exaggerations" made in 
the newspapers. 

“We are an open book company, 
said Schneider. ‘We will be very good 
neighbors.”” 

Among the facts which the com. 
pany, in a typewritten hand-out 
attempted to set straight to the 
selectmen, were concerns about its 
location so close to a residential area 

Many laboratories, the hand-out 
read, exist in much more densely pop- 
ulated areas without problems. It 
used as an example Arthur D. Little 
Company in Cambridge. Bioassay 
Systems, itself, has been located in 
Cambridge for the year and a half it 
has been in business. 

The brochure also stated that it was 
“highly improbably" that any of the 
animals would escape, because of the 
complex nature of the barriers provid- 
ed and because of precautions to be 
taken. In the event of fire, it read 
smoke or a dramatic increase in 
temperature would kill the animals. 
preventing their escape. 

According to Dr. Hansen, only very 
limited quantities of chemicals would 
be on hand at any given time 
probably less than found in a typical 
high school chemistry lab. 

In answer to a charge by 
Wilmington resident John Tsicouleas 
that there would be little or no state or 
federal monitoring of the functions of 
the laboratory, Bfassay Systems 
listed three federal requirements 
which must be adhered to. These in- 


& 


clude the Environmental Resource 
Conservation and Recovery Act, 
which states that the firm cannot dis- 
pose of hazardous waste into the en- 
vironment; the Clean Air Act, which 
sets standards for the filtering of air 
to be exhausted into the environment; 
and requirements of the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture which call for 
periodic inspection of the facility to 
insure adequate care, recordkeeping, 
humane conditions, cleanliness and 
dispasal of animals 

Although radioactive substances 
will be used at the facility, Bioassay 
Systems contends that the quantities 
are too small to be harmful. 

Likewise, on the question of water 
pollution, the company states, “‘quan- 
tities of test materials in use are just 
too small for any pollution incident to 
ever oecur.'' Toxic materials, it was 
noted, would be disposed of off-site. 

According to Joseph Courtney, the 
company’s attorney, his client has 
written to the Water and Sewer Com: 
missioners of Wilmington and offered 
to submit all aspects of design and to 
méet with their engineers to insure 
they would be “‘satisfied as to the 
possible threat to the town water 
supply." 

One of the concern spresented. by 
Marcus Road residents two weeks ago 
was that a promised buffer strip 
between the residential and industrial 
land was bulldozed recently and 
stripped of trees. 

According to Anthony Tambone. 
Jr, owner of the property, a new strip 
of evergreens will be planted in the 


. Spring to provide a four foot high 


visual barrier. He said, however, that 
under the terms of an agreement 
made with the residents several years 
ago, no promise was made other than 
to keep the buffer strip zoned residen- 
tial 

If you own land, you can take down 
the trees no matter what it is zoned, 
said Tambone. 

Although MacDonald told the Town 
Crier that his three-member board 
had not yet discussed the proposed 
testing laboratory, he indicated that if 
the plans “met all the criteria,” the 
board's decision ‘‘could be a favorable 
decision." 

“We will do a lot of praying over 
it." he said

“If the Town Meeting is all power-

To William Charbonnier, however, 
a Boston police officer and the hus- 
band of Dorothy Charbonnier, this 
should not mean a change in the form 
of service provided. 

“If the Town Meeting does vote a 
lower budget, then you let half the 
people go, you don't replace them 
with lower paid people.” 

“Services are the last thing we want 
to cut,” said Caira, ‘but if we have to 
cut them, we have to cut them." 

Caira took issue also with the tim- 
ing of the chief's exam petition. ‘This 
is like closing the door after the horse 
is let out of the barn,” he said, a 
reference to the fact that the exam is 
less than two weeks away.

According to William Charbonnier, 
however, the issue can be kept open 
right up to the day of the exam. 

Charbonnier, a 14-year veteran with 
the Boston Police, said he personally 
knew 15 police lieutenants, captains 
and sergeants in Boston who were tak- 
ing chief's exams around the state and 
who “would love to add Wilmington to 
the list.” 

“They all want to leave the big city 
police departments and they would be 
bringing an awful lot of experience 
with them," he said. 

“Is this a personality problem?” 
Selectman Robert Cain asked the traf- 
fic supervisors. William Charbonnier 
insisted, however, it was not. 

One of the positions taken in the 
petition is that “the town is handcuf- 
fing itself by limiting its choices to a 
maximum of six candidates."’ 

The petition also asserted that an 
open exam would produce the best 
qualified candidate and would bring 
fresh ideas into the department to 
help control the rising cost of van- 
dalism. 

Ten years ago, the petition stated, 
the town manager was selected from 
the best qualified applicants. The 
position of chief of police, it said, is 
equally important.

all vacancies

In a move to save the town some tax 
dollars, Wilmington selectmen voted 
unanimously Monday night to fill no 
vacancies in town positions until they 
are first reviewed by the selectmen to 
determine their utility 

According to Selectman Robert 
Cain, the originator of the motion, 
eliminating positions as they become 
vacant would decrease the possibility 
of having to lay off people in the 
future. 

“Tam not talking about cutting peo- 
ple out of jobs."’ said Cain. “It is not 
always an unemployed person who 
gets hired.” 

According to Cain, vacancies should 
be reviewed by the selectmen ‘on 
their merits’’ and the positions 
eliminated “wherever possible.” 

Concurring with Cain were 
selectmen John Imbimbo, who said he 
believed the selectmen should be 
aware of each vacancy, and James 
Banda, who expressed his dismay at 
learning only this month that three 
vacancies in town positions were fill- 
ed in December. 

The only selectman to voice a dis- 
senting opinion was Chairman of the 
Board Aldo Caira. ‘I think everybody 
is panicking,” said Caira. “Personal- 
ly, am for letting people who run the 
town, run the town."” 

In other business, the selectmen 
denied a permit to store inflammables 
to Jami Realty Trust of 210 Ballard- 
vale Street. petitioning on behalf of its 
tenant the General Foam Service 
Company 

In denying the application, the 
selectmen noted that the firm's trucks 
were based“in Andover and could 
more logically be fueled there. There 


is also, according to Banda, a question 
of zoning. Trucking terminals are not 
permitted in Wilmington and Banda. 
questioned whether the firm's using 
its Wilmington facility for fueling 
trucks would constitute an unper- 
mitted use 

“I don't think the board has ever 
denied a permit to a home-based 
firm,” said Caira. ‘“‘I think this is sort 
of a gray area for the board." 

The selectmen also tabled until next 
week a motion to approve the layout 
of Olson Street for March, 1979, An- 
nual Town Meeting: approved the 
layouts of 12 other streets; and voted 
not to layout Ainsworth Road since 
the petition to do so was filed after the 
deadline for filing 

Under new business, Selectman 
Rocco DePasquale spoke briefly on a 
proposal to combine several town 
departments into a Department of 
Public Works. 

DePasquale said he had not made 
any commitments either for or 
against such a proposal, and said he 
wished to clear up any confusion 
which may have resulted from his 
role as chairman of the new Athletic- 
Recreation Committee, which is 
presently studying ways to improve 
athletic facilities in town 

“I am solely interested in com- 
bining the Parks and Recreation 
departments to improve recreational 
facilities in town," said DePasquale. 
“Tam not making any committments 
whether I am in favor, or not in favor, 
of a DPW." 

‘The proposal to create a combined 
Parks and Recreation Department 
would include the Cemetery Depart- 
ment, DePasquale said.

No easy decision 


In the Wilmington selectmen’s 
meeting, Monday, there was an 
episode concerning the pay of traffic 
supervisors in Wilmington. It was 
brought up by a lady who is a traffic 
supervisor, as the result of a story she 
had read that same day in the Lowell 
Sun. 

‘The Sun was reporting on a finance 
committee meeting of the previous 
week. None of the selectmen had read 
the story in the Sun. Consequently 
they did not care to comment. 

As related to the selectmen the fin- 
com had discussed cutting the ap- 
propriation for the traffic super- 
visors. 


There were inaccuracies, both in 
the relation and in the story itself 
What the fincom of Wilmington was 
discussing was a proposal to have no 
money appropriated, for the traffic 
supervisors. If no money is ap- 
propriated there will be no jobs, 
which is perhaps a simplistic way of 
explaining things. 

The proposal discussed by the fin- 
com is to have, instead a system 
somewhat like that in Woburn, where 
elderly persons are hired to be school 
crossing guards. They are given a 
white Sam Browne type belt to wear. 
and no uniforms 

Traffic supervisors in Wilmington 


were not established by a town 
meeting vote. Over 20 years ago the 
then town manager, Joseph F 
Courtney, established the traffic 
supervisors, to be employed as part 
time employees. Over the years the 
ladies have learned a lot of respect for 
themselves.

Share a home 

The Woburn Council of Social 
Concern has received a grant to es- 
tablish a home sharing program, the 
subject of which will be to match 
senior citizens who wish to share a 
home with area residents who are 
willing to accept them. 

Joseph Marrotta will be at the 
Wilmington Senior Drop-In Center at 
2 p.m. on Tuesday, January 30, to ex- 
plain the program's goals and opera- 
tion. All those interested in the new 
program are invited to attend. 

The Arlington Council on Aging is 
also developing a similar program. 
This agency has received a Depart- 
ment of Elder Affairs grant to es- 
tablish an Elder Foster Care program 
in Arlington and 23 other area com- 
munities, including Wilmington. 

Under the grant, the Arlington COA 
will attempt to match elders, age 60 
and over, who are no longer capable of 
living alone, with foster care families 
or individuals. 

For a stipend of $300 a month, foster 
care families will be responsible for 
providing-room and board, com- 
Panionship and help with personal 
care to clients who might otherwise 


have to go into a nursing home. Some 
respite care will also be available so 
that foster care families will not have 
to be available 24 hours a day, every 
day 

Staff for the program is now being 
hired. Plans are to recruit foster care 
families during February, locate 
clients eligible for placement during 
March, and begin actual placement in 
April

Livingston Street renovation? 


Tewksbury’s Park Site Planning 
Committee is expected to announce 
its playing fields proposal to the DPW 
‘Thursday night with the plan being to 
renovate Hazel Field and finish work 
on a Livingston Street football field 
that was started last year. 

The sum for the proposed 
Livingston Street renovation is $21,000 
and it could be a separate town 
meeting article or part of the DPW 
budget. 

The total includes $17,000 for fen- 
cing, loam and seeding of the un- 
finished football field in the valley 
below the Hazel Field. This area was 
once a skating rink. Construction 
would be slated for the conclusion of 
next fall's Pop Warner football 
season. 

The remaining $4,000 would go 
toward renovating the Hazel Field 


that would no longer serve as a com- 
bination baseball-football field. The 
field would be used exclusively for 
baseball upon the completion of the 
$17,000 field project. Improvements 
in the Hazel Field are slated for the 
spring of 1980 if the plan comes to frul- 
tion, 

Another part of the site com- 
mittee's plan is a three year program 
that would see a field hockey-soccer 
field and a physical education area 
added to the high school along with ad- 
dition of a baseball field behind the 
Center School, 


The school committee has not yet 
voted on the $25,000 necessary for the 
first phase of this plan that would cost 
the Tewksbury taxpayers $40,350 after 
50 percent reimbursement from the 
state.
